Census in which there were 3, 1) bd. 1832, bp. ENG; 2) bd. 1861 CA; 3) bd. 1869 OR. Another J. West 
shows in Clatsop County, bd. 1825, bp SWI. A second reporting in 1860 in Columbia County is most 
likely a second recording of this John West at the Oak Point location, as duplicate recordings of individuals 
was not uncommon in early census enumeration depending on the person's location at the time that 
particular enumeration was taken.
